- MIXED REACTIONS 


The recent meet of the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment in conjunction with'the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews concerning Police Community Relations has 
produced a variety of conclusions, possibilities, and many 
doubts. 

The best analysis is that the meet was neither a success 
or failure, but at best a possible beginning. From there 
many hope to see more police dialogue in all local areas 
of the City. This they say would begin to bridge the void 
that otherwise exists between a great number of citizens 
and the police. On this subject, one point was brought up by 
many laymen who attended: the lack of so-called ‘‘beat 
policemen’? who would identify in person with a neighbor- 
hood versus the great number of officers who become 
nameless and faceless since they ride around in patrol 
cars and only rarely come into friendly contact with citizens. 

Aside from what hope that was generated, there were 
many doubts. The fact that the meet was attended by only a 


small minority of laymen who were often ‘‘rudely shouted 
down by big cops,’ as one citizen put it. ‘‘There were also 
too many bandana heads,” was the analysis of another. 

But the main doubt was that a very large and noisy 
majority of officers seem to doubt the very existence of 
their own Community Relations Unit. They are not only 
refusing to recognize it, but many are very quick to blame 
it for every so-called riot in the City. Still others are 
foolishly jealous for one reason or another. 

Besides the negative attitudes toward some fellow offi- 
cers, there was a great deal of apathy-about the rights and 
very lives of those who are not obviously held in full re- 
gard as human beings. This was seen in the occasional 
slander about “damn hippies’? and “drive them into the 
Bay, just get them out of my precinct!’? Such persons are 
seen by officers as mere ‘undesirables’? who can only be 
dealt with by some form of force or what amounts to a 
great misuse of their civil liberties.

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In one discussion group the fact was brought up that 
there are also those who live by certain preconceived stand~ 
ards that the officers seemed to call ‘‘law abiding’”’ and yet 
still are guilty of crimes, as exampled by the former mayor 
of Oakland and other such public officials. But such points 
seemed to bring only annoyance from these particular 
officers. ; 

After many laymen brought up the need for more local 
community involvement by policemen in local affairs, the 
subject of the Police Athletic League was brought up as 
one example. But one lady asked if there had ever been any 
such activity in Hunters Point. ‘‘I do believe there used to 
be a basketball team,’ one officer remarked, ‘“‘Hell, some- 
body probably stole the ball,’”? was one pathetic answer to 
why there was no such activity in Hunters Point now. It was 
admitted that most of the activity was limitedto more middle- 
class areas of town.

POLICE PRACTICES 


“We have documented evidence that all is not right 
with the San Francisco Police Department,’”? states The 
Rev. A. Cecil Williams, chairman of Citizens Alert, Inc., 
in the San Francisco organization’s first Annual Report 
covering activities in 1966. 

During the initial year, 1,704 citizens called for help 
from what were, according to them, instances of police 
brutality, intimidation, harassment or misbehavior. Of these 
calls, or cases, 66 were developed by Citizens Alert volun- 
teers with sufficient data to warrant filing with the San 
Francisco Police Department. 

However, the report reveals, only 22 of the cases were 
actually filed with the police, Among the reasons listed for 
not filing the other cases are fear of retaliation by police; 
ho witnesses to the incident, or vulnerability of witnesses 
because of background, etc.; not enough Citizens Alert 
volunteers to send out to research the large number of 
cases reported; the fact that complaint were awaiting trial 
and were afraid filing a complaint would prejudice their 
case, 

MINORITY COMPLAINTS 

The 13-page report indicates that complaints were 
filed primarily by members of minority groups--Negroes, 
hippies, homosexuals, and so on--and that those asking 
for help were generally of low income groups and under 
the age of 30. Complaints of harassment were the most 
humerous, with allegations of brutality a close second. 

Citizens Alert volunteers have worked closely with 
Police Chief Thomas J. Cahill and Lt. Dante Andreotti, 
head of the Police-Community Relations Unit, in a co- 
operative effort to solve these problems, 

However, official police department reaction to the cases 
filed with it by Citizens Alert was to find all but two in- 
stances “‘unfounded.’? The report states: ‘‘In more than half 
the cases it was from one to five months before any word 
as to the result of the complaint was received by Citizens 
Alert. In many instances, Citizens Alert had to make several 
requests by phone and letter before advice as to the dis- 
position of the complaint was Made known to us. In five 
instances the lapse of time was six to ten months!” 

Citizens Alert was founded in San Francisco in August, 
1965, when a group of citizens representing various minority 
-groups gathered together to see what could be done to combat 
the rising number of reports of police misbehavior. It is a 
non-profit corporation with offices at 330 Ellis St., in San 
Francisco, and maintains a 24-hour emergency answering 
service (776-9669), Volunteers from Citizens Alert’s mem- 
bership document each case as it is reported over the tele- 
phone or in their office.

San Francisco - The Catholic Archbishop of San Francisco 
stated that the aim of the Catholic charities is to increase 
its service to poverty areas, such as Hunters Point.

San Francisco - The Mexican-American Political Associa- 
tion (MAPA) is protesting and picketing Federal post offices 
in California after ‘studied and premeditated discrimination’? 
against minority group workers, MAPA alleges that few 
minorities are hired and that “gross discrimination” in 
promotions and the like is practiced. 

San Francisco - The John Birch Society has leased two bill- 
boards adjacent to the James Lick Freeway. Their messages 
urge an aggressive attitude toward the war in Vietnam and 
“Support Your Local Police,” Previously these two parti- 
cular billboards were used to advertise support for Ronnie 
Reagan. 

Sacramento - A special State legislative report has charged 
California construction unions with ‘“‘blatant discrimination 
against Negroes.” Charges center around so-called appren- 
ticeship training. The report called for government action 
“to insure equal treatment for minority groups.” It was 
especially critical of “the San Francisco and L A plumber 
unions, the ironworkers, sheet metal workers and electricians, 
who are waging the right against progress.”

Human Rights 
Report 


The Human Rights Commis- 
sion asked the City of San 
Francisco to consider reloca- 
tion as an integral part of any 
city-wide comprehensive 
housing plan in a resolution 
adopted by the Comssioners 
at their meeting of 
January 26, 3 

Urban improvement activi- 
ties often result in a smaller 
housing stock and people can- 
not be rehoused unless homes 
at prices they can afford are 
available, The resolution 
asked that the rehousing of 
people be the City’s primary 
concern and that a decision on 
the improvement of reloca- 
tion services not be decided 
apart from the over-all 
housing program, 

A fact-finding report on the 
curriculum in the City’s high 
Schools was presented by Mrs, 
Elliott Feigenbaum, a mem- 
ber of the Commission’s Youth 
and Education Committee, The 
report indicated that curricu- 
lum offerings were not sharply 
different in the schools, al- 
though some differences were 
noted in schools: in lower 
socio~ economic areas (Bal~ 
boa, Wilson, Poly, Mission, 
Galileo) and those. in higher

NEAR INCIDENT IN 
CARRIER VISIT 


The scheduled. weekend visit of the aircraft carrier 
USS Franklin D. Roosevelt to Capetown, South Africa, for 
February 4-8 was abruptly cut short after great opposition 
from Congressmen, civil rights leaders and thousands of 


_citizens who voiced their protest to President Johnson, the 


Secretary of the Navy and other high government officials. 

The object of their protest was the blatant segregation 
policies of the Republic of South Africa, As one spokesman 
stated, “the visit would subject American servicemen to 


despicable racist practices, and put the United States in Se 


position of recognizing such principles of apartheid des 
the fact that they are completely contrary to all we stand 
for.” : 

The lawmakers claimed that such a stopover would have 
reversed a U.S. policy prohibiting visits to South Africa so 
long as American personnel were required to follow that 
country’s policy of segregation, 

As a result of the protests, 
24 hours ahead of schedule, 

BLOOD DONORS 

About 80 white and Negro sailors did march into Cape 
Town in a gesture of good will to donate blood after the 
carrier’s doctors had been assured that racially integrated 
facilities would be provided. 

The cancellation order came from Washington which 
stated that shore leave must be subject only to racially 
integrated practices, 

The carrier has about 400 Negroes among its 3800- 
man crew. Though some integrated facilities were provided, 
there were not enough to accommodate the entire crew. 

BURTON JOINED PROTEST 

Congressman Phil Burton of San Francisco was one of 
those who joined with other members of the House of 
Representatives in seeking the successful blocking of the 
docking of the aircraft carrier. 

Burton and his fellow Congressmen pointed out in a 
letter to President Johnson that Congress was told last 
year that operational port calls in South Africa had been 
cancelled. ‘‘rather - than accept the application of racial 
conditions to our personnel,’? 

The letter went on to say: 

“*This laudatory policy is apparently about tobe reversed.’? 

“Such a sacrifice of principle to convenience questions 
the sincerity of our commitment to racial. justice in South 
Africa at a time when that goal is under serious attack,’? 

' In addition, the letter said, the port call would subject 
several hundred Negro servicemen to complete discrimina- 
tion “‘in their so-called liberty port.’’ 

Signers of the letter in. addition to Congressman Burton 
included: Jonathan B, Bingham of New York, John Conyers, 
Jr. of Michigan, Charles C, Diggs, Jr., of Michigan, Donald 
M. Fraser of Minnesota, James G, O'Hara of Michigan, 
Edith Green of Oregon and Benjamin S. Rosenthal of New 
York.

The Malcolm X Memorial Committee is holding a 
statewide memorial to honor Malcolm by~keeping alive 
his spirit of revolutionary activity, by a statewide four- 
day program of workshops and entertainment from Feb- 
ruary 21-24, The workshops and entertainment will be held 
at the Bayview Community Center. 

As a co-coordinator of the Malcolm X Memorial Com- 
mittee, I will give you-some’ insight into-why we are having 
this statewide memorial, and the significance to black people 
of this statewide memorial. It should be understood that the 
Malcolm X. Memorial Committee*is not a standing com- 
mittee, or an organization, but an alliance of black grass- 
roots oriented groups, Among the groups who have endorsed 
the statewide memorial are: Afro American Student Union 
(University of California); Black Arts. West; Black Care; 
Black Dialogue; Black Independent Political Action Com- 
mittee; Black Panther Party; Black Political Action Coun- 
cil; Black Students Union (S.F. State); BUMP; Fillmore Action 
Committee; Haight Street Tenants Union; Oakland CORE; 
Oakland Direct Action Committee; S.F, CORE: S..F. Tenant 
Issue Council; Social Action Communication; Soul Students 
(Merritt College); Welfare people for Justice; Welfare Rights 
Organization; United Forces for Community Action; and there 
are more, : 

These groups have come together with two things in 
common: their respect for Malcolm, and their realization 
that racism as a problem is not abating, but increasing. 
The statewide memorial will consist of the first attempt at 
a statewide conference, With the South (Los Angeles) and 
the North (the Bay Area), meeting and having workshops 
on the'urban ghetto, economics, politics, and culture. We feel 
that at this time, black oriented groups who are dealing with 
glack grassroots people, to get together, so that there might 
be dialogue between the groups and the people.

Recently both major San Francisco newspapers have 
taken editorial space to applaud the administration of the 
San Francisco Housing Authority. Most of these laurels appear 
to be based on the backslapping gesture of the Commis- 
sioners of the Housing Authority concerning Kane and his 
friends. But it all seems more like some autoerotic gesture 
and nothing more. : 

On the contrary, the administration of the Housing 
Authority can be found wanting in many aspects. Recent 
testimony in court with the Hunters Point Tenants’ Union 
brought out the great variance between what is said by the 
Housing Authority on one hand and what is done in actual 
practice. The recent publicity concerning the questioning 
of residents in the permanent Hunters Point housing areas 
appears to date to be just another publicity stunt. The day 
after a published story of so-called interviews in Hunters 
‘Point was to have taken place a quick check showed that 
to the contrary, no such interviews of tenants had even been 
yet planned. 

In the past year the very administration of housing 
problems has been met with a cold and callous attitude. 
Residents have had to come out into not just educational 
demonstration but sit-ins and tenant strikes to get the ad- 
ministration and Commissioners moving. Only as a result 
of such tenant pressures has there been any just improve- 
ments in the situations. But on the other hand there have 
been some casualties, that is, members of the housing 
administration who actually acted in the interests of the 
tenants. The result was that those who had either seen the 
light or took Kane and his friends at their word were 
either kicked out as scape goats or demoted. Managers who 
cooperated with tenants found little sympathy even from 
the Commissioners who like the administration, seemed to 
be saying one thing and doing another. 

No, we have got to disagree. Until some REAL changes 
take place with the San Francisco Housing Authority, they 
will still be found wanting in the eyes of tenants who go home 
to living conditions below the dignity of human beings, and 
they are human beings, in spite of policy to the contrary,

8, Any effort by the police to require you to make state~ 
ments which may incriminate you may be met with a refusal 
on the grounds that the Constitution guarantees your right to 
refuse, 

4, The authorities are required by law to give you an 
immediate arraignment, saying why they have arrested you, 
Any attempt at delay or forced confession is unlawful

innocent until he is proved guilty, Anyone who acts otherwise 
is going contrary to American justice.

- Conclusion: THE IMAGE OF AMERICA 


As either a most deliberate or accidental fraud, the 
Great Society perpetuates more officially than ever before the 
image of the ‘Ugly American’. Such varied problems asa 
‘credibility gap’’ or a Senator who states that he just doesn’t 
«give a damn’? what others (nations) think of U, S, actions in 
Vietnam or elsewhere or a President whose actions and poli- 
cies more and more reflect those of the reactionary he de- 
feated in the last elections, give more than just a vague clue 
to a real image of America, 

To the African, European, Asian or others, whose middle 
income is somewhat below the lowest of the U.S,, we are 
nothing but one great ambiguity, to put it very nicely. But 
nicely it is not being put, more precisely our actions are 
reminiscent of some Hollywood actor who plays a nun on the 
screen but off the screen is a glutton harlot and yet also an 
honorary chairman of at least one charity, and, of course, 
teaches Sunday School, 

On an average day our own news wire might talk about a 
certain Senator who again decides to introduce his prayer 
amendment yet threatens to block another bill onfair housing. 
Or, while seeing statements in support of a boycott of Rho- 
desia for its own racist policies (which some of us envy), one 
only needs to turn to the sacred financial page to see how 
much business the U.S, does with South Africa, whose own 
racial atrocities are a well known fact, And, where in some 
states of this ‘land of the free’ no white man has ever been 
convicted of rape, yet his black equal in most cases is rail- 
roaded into a conviction and hanging for such alleged crimes, 
While lastly and most absurdly this country defaults in its 
promises to its poor and racial minorities it is punctuating 


- its ‘god like’ attitude of omnipotence with more bombs and 


bullets in order that some remote image and ethic none of us 
really believe is not tarnished, 

‘Though it may. be more. humane, practical and even 
expedient that America cease its present absurdities in 
Vietnam, we could not, we are told, because of some vague 
homey ideal which even our most religious fanatics fain from 
completely practicing, 

THE LIES WE TELL OURSELVES 

Although we live in a world where communication is 

always on the advance, America continues to lie to itself and 
to the world about itself, its past and so on. Our own history 
is usually taught in terms of the same propaganda value we 
accuse others of using. From the early grades we are told 
that America is first, that it canbe only right, and never does 
anything out of the ordinary, at least nothing wrong, The cri- 
teria being that if we are the rightest whatever we do can only 
be true and beautiful, 
; For instance, the wars which we have engaged are 
always pictured as being rather onesided, bad guys versus 
good guys, It cannot be denied though that we not only pro- 
voked hostilities with Mexico in the 1840’s but used the inci- 
dents to steal most of the present west coast, including Cali-~ 
fornia from a smaller nation, In the 1890’s two incidents 
took place, the private enterprise type CIA overthrow of the 
Kingdom of Hawaii which was followed by a “protective’’ and 
very arbitrary annexation, Then, there was ‘‘Remember the 
Maine’’, though probably an accident, we used an insignificant 
tragedy to initiate another agressive war. Then after the 
turn of the century there was the Canal Zone, 

The Canal Zone even today is a sore in the side of our 
integrity. There is still good evidence to show that we helped 
the French to their failure at first attempting to build a canal, 
after which we stepped in, but not until we had cut off Col- 
umbia by creating a civil war which led to the founding of the 


_ present Panamanian Republic, which was: nothing but another 


Washington run puppet government, Since then the amount of 
hostility between ‘zonites’, white Americans, whose haughty 
practice of one of the worst forms of colonial snobbery and 
segregation has led to more than one act of very justified 
revolt on the part of citizens of Panama, 

Then lastly, let us not forget the times we have used the 
U.S, Marines to protect our special business interests 
throughout the Carribbean in order that they might rob little

American arms to protect our interests. Good oldfree enter- 
prise] Yes, we are that one nation whichpreaches democracy 
yet has the greatest record of supponting dictatorships in the 
history of man, 

Today in Formosa we are continuing our support of a 
colonial dictatorship to a degree which defies logic. While 
the original inhabitants of the island of Taiwan live under the 
repressive rule of Nationalist Chinese we pretend that 
another 700 plus million Chinese just don’t exist, 

“THE POWER ELITE” 

One of the true culprits of our ‘American Way of Life’ 
and image is not just what some call the ‘establishment? or 
WASPS, but rather as one writer put it, “The Power Elite’. 
That is, the military, 

Lets face it, this country has long been run by either 


little boys who never grew out of their toy soldier games or 
their doting followers, 

At first glance one can see only the pathetic examples, 
such as a nation which during the 1950’s was dazzled for 
almost a decade by five brass stars, Or the little old DAR 
ladies who hate and segregate despite the fact that one of 
the first casualties of the Revolutionary War just happened 
to be a Negro, 

But, the military mentality permeates every walk of life 
today. Our police departments across the nation have become 
more like little armies against the weaker segments of 
Society at the discretion of a privileged few, In areas like 
Southern California, the war industry is such as to base the 
whole economy on a perpetuation of war that even the hint of 
peace is Un-American, The most powerful lobbies in Washing- 
ton are the military, One segment of our religious institu- 
tion believes that Vietnam is some sort of a ‘holy war’ while 
some local clergy go around with battle ribbons on their 
worship gowns, 

THE GRATING SOCIETY 

One can only conclude that the only real intent of the 
Great Society was to cover up with glib promises the true 
motive of war at any cost, In recent elections, the major 
credit to conservative victories can begivento the President, 
especially in California, 

That fable of the Great Society is-nothing more than the 
religious doctrine of the status quo, only with a vengeance, 
The intent vaguely seemed to be revolutionary, though it was 
seen that any sort of a revolution was an absurdity (and made 
liars out of our forefathers) in a society which does not tol- 
erate revolutions, except elsewhere, And though the only real 
way to solve the problems was through a revolution, the op- 
posite and only retardation has been the outcome of the Great 
Society, To put it bluntly, we are worse off now than when we 
were many yesterdays ago, The bullet that killed a president 
on that day in November of 1963 also killed many others, their 
dreams and hopes, 

It would be far better than if the poor, for instance, now 
held up the white flag and surrender so that the war on the 
poor and minorities would cease and they could be entirely 
left alone, 

The truth is, the whole crap is just nothing but the Grate 


AAI Activities 


- The AFRO-AMERICANINSTITUTE, abroad cross section 
of civic, community groups and businessmen, announced 
today that it would picket Supervisor Terry Francois at the 
Fairmont Hotel, Thursday, February 9th. The picket line 
will begin at 6:00 on the corner of California and Powell. 
The announcement came one month after the AFRO-AMER- 
ICAN INSTITUTE had announced its intent to intensify its 
action against the hotels. At that time, it was stated that 
“Demonstration will be conducted against any ‘‘Uncle Toms’ 
who enter the hotels and thus support management and labors’ 
systematic campaign of Black Starvation.’’ 


‘We don’t think that any Black man can get so self- 
important that he can ignore a request like the one we have 
made,’? said Bill Bradley, AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
Executive Director,’’ while one man is drinking champagne 
in the Fairmont, other Afro-Americans will be hungry and 
without jobs. This issue involves 800 jobs for Black people 
and about $1,500,000 for the Black community. Mr. Francois 
was put in office as a representative of the Black community. 
He was supposed to work for our interest, not against us. 
Mr. Francois has a duty not to enter the hotels, in fact, he 
has a duty to support our efforts.’? The AFRO-AMERICAN 
INSTITUTE has requested that all Afro-Americans stay out 
of the hotels until the 1966 Civil Rights Memorandum of 
Understanding is re-enforced. 


The INSTITUTE maintains that the Agreement of 1966 
was legal because under section 10 the Agreement provides 
that the document shall operate ‘‘within the framework of 
the collective bargaining agreements with the various labor 
unions.”” So far, numerous Afro-American groups and indi- 
viduals have joined the AFRO-AMERICAN INSTITUTE in their 
effort against the hotels, including the Knights of Honor, 
California Doctors, Dentists, and Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, the Regional N.A,A,C.P, and the 13 Charms, who have 
cancelled events at the hotels. 


‘‘We ask our successful brothers and sisters to support 
our effort,’’ said Robert Lewis, President of the AFRO- 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE, ‘‘they have a duty to support their 
not-so successful brothers and sisters. The successful 
Japanese, Chinese, Italians and Jews help their own. There 
is no excuse for an Afro-American to break a picket line 
and enter those hotels.’ j

On Kane & His Friends 
by Earl Anthony 


(Rattor’ s Note: This is the second installment of a series 
of three articles written by Earl Anthony, a local grass- 
roots worker in housing.

Both the tenant groups and the civil rights groups were 
- fairly successful in getting many of the things that they asked 
for in their initial confrontations with the Housing Author- 
ity. However, many things are still the same as they were 
three years ago. Black people are still put in Hunter’s Point 
and Potrero, which is not bad in itself, but the pity in the 
situation is that these projects are allowed to be the worst 
looking and maintained projects in the city. I know for a 


fact, that white clerks in the central office of the Housing » 


.. Authority will suggest to white prospective tenants not to 
select Hunter’s Point or Potrero Hill to live. But these 
very same clerks will suggest that'a black family move into 
Hunters Point, or Potrero Hill, or the Fillmore. They 
rationalize this to co-workers, by saying that they (1.e., 
black people) will be more comfortable among. their own. 
But it must be said that some significant changes were 
made by the efforts of the tenant groups and the civil 
rights groups. One of these changes was the hiring of black 
men as project managers. This was a desperation move that 
’ was forced upon John Beard by the outside civil rights 
pressure upon the administration and the Commissioners. 
Beard’s administration, when he hired black men as project 
managers to change the image of the Housing Authority 
also set the pattern that the Housing Authority has followed 
for the last two years. It became an organization that was 
reactionary and acted defensively. 
* * * 

Time was to prove that the hiring of the black men as 
project managers, as was the case in other ‘reactionary’ 
changes made by Housing, did not go to the basic problem. 
The black men who were hired as project managers were 
ineffective because they had the incidents of authority, but 
possessed no real authority. They in no way could change 
the existing conditions. In fact they made the conditions 

worse, by confusing the people, who actually felt that now 
they had somebody who could help them. The black men 
who were hired as managers were ‘‘used’” by the power 
structure to pacify the people. Things are changing some- 
what now, because the black people in the projects are de~ 
manding that these black managers be given authority and 
power, and then if they abuse this authority and power, they 
will be held responsible by these very same black people 
who have demanded they be given this mandate. 

One of the major changes forced by the outside pres- 
sures was the ouster of John Beard as Executive Direc- 
tor. Beard became the fall-guy for the problems in public 
housing. Many of the tenant groups from the white dominated 
projects, allied with the black dominated projects, inputting 
the pressure on to get rid of Beard. Out of this alliance 
was born STIC, an organization of tenants city-wide, who 
felt it was necessary .to speak from a unified and common 
ground, about problems that affect tenants in public housing. 

After Bears was ousted Eneas Kane was appointed 
Executive Director of the San Francisco Housing. Auth- 

- ority. Now this was strictly a political move. Kane was 
‘executive secretary to Mayor John Shelley. Kane was ap- 
pointed within hours of the time Beard resigned, Kane had 
_gone to certain groups, prior to his appointment, and 
“Beard’s resignation, and asked for support. It should be 
noted that when Kane asked for the support of the black 
community, he never consulted grass-roots leaders. The 
support asked for, was generally from people who were 
not public housing tenants. The tenants did not have the 
right to review a decision which had already been made. 
This is a basic problem of the institution of housing, as 
it is of other institutions of the power structure. The people 
who are really affected are not even allowed to review, no 
less being able to define, the people, policies, and pro- 
grams which directly affect them. 

When Eneas Kane took over as Executive Director, 
he brought a Madison Avenue approach to public housing 
in San Francisco. He stressed to his staff that the image of 
public housing had to be changed. The idea was to impress 
the poor black people and the poor white people of the 
projects that the Housing Authority was not really that 
bad. It was a paternal approach. It was to prove to be a 
very outmoded approach. Kane talked to tenant groups, and 
Economic Opportunity Council officials about. the changes 
that he hoped to bring about in Housing. He was using the 
Madison Avenue approach to sell to the. tenants the idea 
that they had a choice, between the ‘bad’ guy Beard, and 
the ‘good’ guy Kane. 

It was only an ostensible choice, that Kane gave the 
tenants, There was no basic difference between Kane and 
Beard, except in approach. Beard was dogmatic in his phil- 
osophy that only he, and not the tenants, decided how public 
housing was to be run. Kane was solicitous to tenant groups, 

. but just as dogmatic in his philosophy that only he, and 
nebithe: tenants,:deeided how puybli¢; housing. was tebe Tun.

OVER-POPULATION 
THREAT 


Painting a very grim picture, Dr. Edmund W. Over- 
street, vice chairman of the Department of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology at UC Medical School, quoted a magazine article 
which posed the question: ‘*What would happen if the rate of 
population growth, industrial, automobile, andhighway growth 
of the past two decades were to remain constant...The con- 
clusion is inescapable that most of the large cities in the 
U.S. could be regarded as UNINHABITABLE WITHIN A 
DEC ADE.”’ 

The occasion was the Kick-Off Luncheon for the Planned 
Parenthood Association of San Francisco’s 1967 fund drive, 
where he warned that if couples do not limit the size of their 
families, governments may be called upon to regulate the 
rate of production for them. 

Although world food production indicates that the re- 
sources of the earth can accommodate only two children per 
family, he said, the average American family has 3.1 children. 

“‘Most U.S.. parents call the three-child family the ideal 
one,”? Dr, Overstreet observed, ‘‘and they say, ‘I can afford 
to give four or even five children the nurture they deserve.’ 

‘If you answer,” he went on, ‘‘‘Those extra two or 
three children will force three or four children somewhere 
else into semi-starvation,’ they look at you like you’re 
some kind of a nut.’’ 

He further stressed the need for birth control methods 
by adding’ that: ‘‘We’ll continue our slow strangulation by 
population expansion until all of us can feel the need for 
limiting our families to a proper size.’? 

Dr. Overstreet in his opening remarks noted that the 
date of his address, February 6th, was the 50th anniversary 
that Mrs. Margaret. Sanger, was taken to jail in’ New York, 
after being convicted of violating the law by having opened the 
first birth control clinic in the United States some months 


_ before. 


He had high praise for her long struggle and sacrifice 
as a lone pioneer and crusader in the fight for “physical 
and mental well-being of the individual woman and family.’’ 


Bi al On Ae NS net is aR, a ease AE OL I A ce 
significance. Neither man was willing to deal with the 
basic problem of public housing - that tenants should 
help define their day to day existence - ete it would 
threaten their absolute position of power. 

The new administration had promised the black com- 
munity that a black man would be placed in the second posi- 
tion of authority. It should be remembered that black people 
comprise about seventy percent of the people in public 
housing. The idea was to solidify the support of the black 
community by this bit of tokenism. The tenant groups were 
never approached to review or approve this suggested 
move, 

After a supposedly nationwide search, a black man, 
Revels Cayton was placed in the second position. The 
irony of this situation was that the black community had 
absolutely no say-so in the selection of the black man 
who was being pawned off as being representative of them, 
and their causes. This-was a shocking public display of 
the power structure’s disdain of black people’s. right and 
responsibility to select, their servants, and to aks them 
responsible to their selector. 

It was obvious from, the beginning that the black man 
who was to be the right hand man of Kane was to be window- 
dressing. A black face to pacity the black community. It 
was never asked, that in order to be representative of the 
black community in public housing, the black man should 
receive his mandate from the black community. The white 
power structure did not want this. 

If we look at this intolerable situation closely, we 
will see how well-conceived it was. The white power struc- 
ture not only intended to define what the black community 
did in public housine: but when it selected a black man to

Dear Mrs.. Williams, 
.. Why do some girls get pregnant when they have sex 
with boys and others don’t? Can the bay decide if he’s going 
make a girl pregnant? 
Millie 
Dear Millie, : 

When girls grow breasts and start to menstruate they 
are old enough to have babies. Their bodies have changed 
from when they were children and they now grow an egg (or 
ovum, as it is called) inside them, in the ovaries. Boys, 
at about 13 years of age have changes in their bodies, too. 
Their bodies produce something called sperm which is 
discharged through the penis. Thousands of sperm can 
be found in one drop of this discharge. Whenever even one 
sperm enters the body of a girl it can quickly find an egg, 
or ovum, and unite with it to start a baby. That is the way 
all baby human beings start. We allstartedthat way when our 
mothers. and fathers egg and sperm came together. The 
ege is fertilized by the sperm. All animals start in the 
same way. A baby chick comes out of an egg that has been 
fertilized by a rooster when he puts his sperm into the 
body of the mother hen. And you have probably seen male 
dogs in the spring time when they seem to be jumping on 
the female dog, That is the way they start having puppies. 

So, you see, unless you prevent the sperm and the egg 
from meeting, when people have sex intercourse, there will 
be a fertilized egg that grows into a baby. 

Here is where birth control helps people from becom- 
ing pregnant. If a woman uses a diaphragm the sperm cannot 
enter the part of her body where the egg is to be fertilized. 
Or a man ¢an use.a sheath or rubber which does the same 
thing. The pill works differently. It keeps the ovum from 
entering the tubes where the sperm fertilizes it. And other 
methods are also based on the idea that the ovum and sperm 
cannot meet. 

You can see from what I have told you that unless you 

use some form of birth control the chances of having a 
baby as a result of sex are very great indeed. The girls 
who have sex relations and don’t become pregnant are 
most probably using some form of birth control. 
If a girl uses a form of birth control recommended by a 
doctor and uses it regularly just as directed, she is safe 
from. pregnancy and it is not possible for a man to decide 
she will become pregnant,

is the victim of the circumstances. The circumstances in 
the institution of public housing in San Francisco, as in 
other parts of the country, are the cause. These circum- 
stances, as they prevail today, are that the power and con- 
trol of housing is in the hands of the power structure. 
A black man who works for housing is motivated toward 
a position allied with this power, because if he is not, he

The Commission recom- 
mends a comprehensive pro~ 
gram involving the city gov- 
ernment, business, and labor 
to provide: «3500 new on-the- 
job training situations in 
white-collar jobs for people 
who have not filled such jobs 
previously; (and) 3500 New 
Career entrance sub-pro- 
fessional jobs in human serv- 
ice fields and in private 
industry, with opportunities 
available for on-going train- 
ing and advancement,’? 

The Annual Report points 
out that the first-stage of the 
employment problem for mi- 
norities - discrimination - 
still exists, but has been re- 
duced, The second-stage 
problem - now central -is the 
expansion of opportunity 
through an active, affirmative 
campaign to find qualified 
people in minority communi- 
ties; the expansion of on-the- 
job training; and the creation 
of new jobs in human sery- 
ice fields and in private 
industry. These new jobs 
should be in technical and 
professional areas where 
there is a shortage of skilled 
people and where many highly 
skilled jobs canbe rearranged 
so that parts of them can be 
performed by less skilled 
employees, 


Says the Report: “Trained, 
but frequently scarce, pro- 
fessionals are now encum- 
bered by duties of a simple or 
Secondary nature,  Sub- 
professional assistants would 
free the professional for more 
creative and productive work 
while, at the same time, open- 
ing ‘‘new careers’? for per- 
sons whose entrance into the

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NEGRO HISTORY WEEK.... 


The week of February 11 thru 19 is designated as Negro 
History Week this year and is being commemorated in San 
Francisco with many special programs, events, and displays, 
The theme of this year’s Negro History Week is ‘‘Negro 
Workers and Builders in America,’? and the emphasis this 
year is on the importance of the thousands of little-known 
artisans, laborers, and craftsmen who helped build America 
‘into a great nation, 


BACKGROUND OF NEGRO HISTORY WEEK 

«Historical traditions have always been associated with 
the building of nationalism and group pride, They have been 
the creators of ideals for many peoples,” (Charles H, Wesley, 
“Creating and Maintaining an Historical Tradition,” JOUR- 
NAL OF NEGRO HISTORY, Vol. XLIX, no. 1), Perhaps it 
was this idea that inspired Dr. Carter Woodson, the director 
of the Association for the Study of Negro Life and History, to 
launch the celebration of the first Negro History Week in 
February, 1926, Negro History Week was to be a short

period devoted to public excercise emphasizing the part 
played in history by the Negro, This act of Dr. Woodson’s 
was timely and opportune, and the enlightened public re- 
sponded with enthusiasm, The effort was widely supported by 
schools, churches, and clubs among Negroes, and the move- 
ment gradually found support among other institutions in 
America and abroad, Today there is widespread celebration 
of Negro History Week, :
